WASHINGTON, Nov. 3. — Off- 
year elections yesterday in New 
York, New Jersey, Kentucky and 
Pennsylvania were significant 
markers of the rising tide of Re- 
publican sentiment which began 
with the congressional elections of 

1938. 


The result in New York, where a 
Republican was elected Lieutenant 
Governor by a decisive majority, 
is expected to give great impetus 
to the “Draft-Dewey-for-President” 
drive. It may prompt President 
Roosevelt not to seek a fourth 
term. At all events, it seemingly 
will have nationwide repercussions 


which will be felt in the 1944 presi-| 


dential campaign. 

Republicans viewed the election 
returns as a signpost on the road 
which they hope will lead back to 
the White House in 1944. Demo- 
crats, beaten in New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania, confined, 
their initial comment to congratu- 
lations to the winners. 

Voting Heavier Than Expected. 

Voting yesterday, heavier than 
expected in seven states in view 
of the absentees—in uniform and 
in war factories—yielded these re- 
sults: 

New York — Republican Joe 
R. Hanley was elected: Lieuten- 
ant Governor over Democrat 
William N. Haskell, retired Lieu- 
tenant General by approximately 
350,000 majority. Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey and Wendell Willkie ac- 
tively supported Hanley; Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and James. A. 
Farley backed Haskell, although 
the President's support was con- 
fined to a vote cast at his Hyde 
Park home. 

New Jersey — Former Senator 
Walter Edge, Republican, de- 
feated Vincent J. Murphy, New-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Retail 
coal dealers and ultimate domes- 
tic coal consumers in the St. Louis 


area should attempt to obtain coal 
from Middle Western producing 
fields due to present coal short- 
ages throughout the nation, Solid 
Fuels Administrator Harold L. 
Ickes has advised Congressman 
John J, Cochran of Missouri in a 
lettér. 

Commenting on a_ resolution 
adopted by the Authorized Fuel 
Dealers’ Association, Inc., of St. 
Louis, which protested that the 
amount of low volatile coal shipped 
into the St. Louis area this year 
has been inadequate and said the 
Smoke Control Ordinance prevent- 
ed the sale of high volatile coal, 
Ickes declared there are sufficient 
supplies of coal available at Illi- 
nois mines for use in St. Louis. 

“The coals produced in Illinois 
may be burned in the same fur- 
naces in which the low volatile 
coals from District No. 7 (Appa- 
lachian Field) have formerly been 
used,” Ickes wrote. 

‘“It ig possible that somewhat 
greater amounts of Appalachian 
coal ‘will be available for distribu- 
tion to the St. Louis area at the 
end of the current season of lake 
navigation, However, in view of 
the national supply 8 on, it 

nat’ he wlte . 1 eet ae for! 
the distribution of additional Ap- 
palachian coal to St. Louis; and in- 
deed, it may be necessary to divert 
Appalachian coal committed to he 
shipped to St. Louis to other parts 
of the country where the require- 
ments for such coale are more 
vital.” 

It will be noted that in this 
letter Ickes failed to set forth the 
promise made to Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann and other city officials 
recently that as soon as the Great 
Lakes coal shipments were taken 
care of, he would ease priorities 
diverting ‘coal from St, Louis in 
an effort to give St. Louis an ade- 
quate coal supply for the winter. 
Ickes’ reply was dated Nov, 1 four 
days after Ickes say the St. Louis 
delegation, last Friday.

Heavy Bombers Covered 
by Fighters Hit West 
Germany—Plane Plant 
in Austria Knocked Out.

LONDON, Nov. 8 (AP).—-The 
largest force of American heavy 
bombers ever to operate out of 
British bases raided Northwestern 
Germany today, escorted by long- 
range Thunderbolt and Lightning 
fighters. 

On the basis of record forces of 
400 heavy bombers on*two succes- 
sive raids last month, today’s at- 
tackers might have numbered 500 
bombers or more—a force compar- 
able to that in some of the British 
heavy night attacks. 


The first flyers back said the 
Germans put up strong fighter op- 
position today. A Fortress navi- 
gator said his group was attacked 
by 50 to 75 Nazi fighters, but add- 
ed that the “Thunderbolt and 
Lightning protection. was very 
good,” 

The raid by heavy bombers fol- 
lowed an attack by American me-

physicians available for civilian 
practice will go below the level 
considered minimum for safety 
some time next year.

“a threat to adequate medical 
service and, therefore, to maximum 
war production.” 

Asserting that a ratio of one 
physician for every 1500 persons 
had been generally accepted as the 
wartime minimum, Drs. G. St. J.) 
Perrott and Burnett M. Davis said | 
in public health reports that, due.

tion was foreseen: 

“The national average of persons 
per physician will reach 1500 early 
in 1944 and will continue to rise at

PORT ELIZABETH, Union of 
South Africa, Nov. 3 (AP).—Swept 
by a wave of wartime fanaticism 
and tightly governed by the Army, 
the Japanese people show no in- 
dication of any crack in morale 
despite mounting shortages of 
commodities, travelers returning 
from Japan on the exchange 
liner Gripsholm say. 

Residence in Japan during two 
years of the Empire's greatest 
struggle has convinced them the 
Japanese people will support the 
war effort under the present cir- 
cumstances for at least five years 
more. 

The Swedish liner, carrying 1500 
repatriated Americans who were 
exchanged for a number of Japa- 
nese nationals at Mormugao, 
Portuguese India, arrived in Algoa 
bay last night and docked at this 
port this morning. 

The common man’s living costs 
in Japan have at least doubled, 
despite gofernment-pegged prices, 
the travelers say, and his menu is 
scanty even by comparison with 
his common frugality, yet the 
people patiently await further 
hardships which they accept as 
a wartime necessity. 

The army is continuing to keep a 
tight checkrein on both the gov- 
ernment and the country. It ap- 
parently has silenced all opposi- 
tion — even the big industrialists 
who were the last opponents to 
submit. 

Neyertheless the black market 
fs rampant and wartime profiteer- 
ing is extensive. 

The commoner faces the winter 
with reduced supplies of coal, rice, 
fish, meat, clothing and other nec- 
essaries. All the essentials are ra- 
tioned, but often the supply is in- 
sufficient to meet the number of 
legitimate ration cards. 

The Japanese stand in line for 
hours to obtain a few vegetables. 
Most items are obtainable on the 
omnipresent black market — at 10 
times the official pyce — except 
rice, which is rigidly controlled, 
and coal, which virtually is unob- 
tainable. 

The decreased supplies of fish 
are probably due to the s ge 
of oil for seagoing fishing craft. 

Meat is available three times a 
month, rice, sugar and bread are 
insufficient and .butter, canned 
goods, jam and smoking tobacco 
are unobtainable. 

Travelers say the Japanese takes 
in his belt with customary docility, 
attributing these deprivations to 
the fact that the empire has been 
at war six years. Food shortages 
are partially due to cluttered com- 
munications.

FRENCH WANT WORLD 
ROLE, DE GAULLE SAYS

ALGIERS, Nov. 3 (AP). — Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle said today that 
“France thinks any European set- 
tlement and any major world set- 
tlement made without her would 
not be a good settlement.” 

Addressing the French pro- 
visional consultative assembly, the 
Frighting French leader said that 
the Committee of National Liber- 
ation confronts the task of solv- 
ing many difficult problems “in 
the presence of forces, friendly to 
be sure, but foreign forces whose 
psychology inevitably does not al- 
ways coincide. with ours.” 

This was an apparent reference 
to what many De Gaulle adherents 
regard as unwarranted interfer- 
ence by the United States and 
Britain in affairs of the National 
Committee, which De Gaulle and 
Gen, Henri Giraud head. 

“Those who imagine that liber- 
ated France will be politically, so- 
cially and morally the same 
France they knew before, are 
completely mistaken,” De Gaulle 
said. “France will have suffered 
too much and learned too much 

- » not to be determined to un- 
dergo deep transformations.” 

A demand by five pro-De Gaul- 
lists that Giraud publicly renounce 
all ties with Vichy set the stage 
for the assembly, France’s first 
free political forum since 1940° 

The demand was made in a press 
conference by five recent arrivals 
from Nazi-held France, who are 
attending the assembly as dele- 
gates. They declared that the 
French people recognize de Gaulle 
as chief of the government and 
regard Gen. Giraud as head of 
the military forces, but that they 
believed he should remain as such

HEIGHTS IN ITALY 


ye 2 Yanks Push Nazis From

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
ALGIERS, Nov. 3 (AP).—T Al- 
lied Fifth Army has seized the 
heights of Massico Ridge, western 
anchor of the Germans’ line in 
Italy, and nearby Mount San Croce 
to gain complete observation over 
the broad Gargliano River valley, 
headquarters announced today. 

American units on the right 
flank routed the Nazis from the 
last heights before Venafro and 
won new high ground covering the 
Upper Volturno River’ valley, 
across which an assault against 
Venafro and other strong points 
in the mountain line would have 
to be launched. 

A  three-mile advance there 
swept up Pratella, nine miles 
southeast of Venafro, and Gallo, 
about the same distance below 
Isernia. 

British and Canadian soldiers of 
the Eighth Army battered forward 
to establish a new bridgehead over 
the Trigno River, on the Adriatic 
flank. The new crossing was inland 
from the original bridgehead near 
San Salvo close to the river’s 
mouth. ° 

Nazi-Held Cruiser Blasted. 

A German-held Italian cruiser of 
the Regolo class—the Ottaviano 
Augusto-—was put out of commis- 
sion when American Mitchell 
bombers hit it in Ancona Harbor, 
on the. Adriatic coast, Monday, it 
was announced officially, 

Reconnaissance photographs 
showed the cruiser had suffered 
direct hits and lies on its starboard 
side in the harbor with a large 
patch of oil covering the water 
nearby. 

Mitchell crewmen, who attacked 
at daylight, at first had believed 
the 444-foot warship was a mer- 
chant vessel. The last Italian 
crulser remaining in German 
handa, it carried eight 5.3-inch 
guns as well as many antiaircraft 
guns and eight 21-inch torpedo 
tubes. Its displacement was 3362 
tons, 

Allied bombers returned to An- 
cona yesterday, bombing rail yards 
there and at Aquila, while other 
bombers blasted ships, docks and 
railroads at Civitavecchia, 40 miles 
northwest of Rome. 

Lighter bombers and fighter- 
bombers continued to blast enemy 
bridges, gun positions and motor 
transport in the battle area by 
day, while night bombers pounded 
enemny airfields. 

Official reports from Lt, Gen. 
Mark W. Clark’s headquarters 
said British forces of the Fifth 
Army hammered their way onto 
commanding heights of both the 
2500-foot Massico Ridge and San 
Croce mountain, some five miles 
northwest of Teano and four miles 
north of the point where the main 
coastal highway to Rome skirts 
the northern edge of Massico 
Ridge. 

Artillery Moves Up. 

Behind, his advance elements, 
Gen. Clark moved up artillery 
which, with benefit of the full ob- 
servation of the Garigliano valley, 
could easily shel] any enemy forces 
remaining on the west side of 
Massico Ridge along the sea coast. 

The valley between the north 
edge of Massico and San Croce 
mountains is only nine miles from

PORT ELIZABETH, Nov. 3 
(AP).—The general health in the 
Santo Tomas internment camp in 
Manila where I was a prisoner for 
21 months, the largest concentra- 
tion of civilian prisoners in the 
Far East, is gradually deteriorating 
because of the lack of essential 
foods. 

A heavy cargo of relief supplies 


kinds of food, medicines and cloth- 
ing~is going to Manila aboard the 
Japanese repatriation ship Teia 
Maru, If it reaches the internees 
it will’'stave off the serious situa- 
tion for at least a few months, but 
a long-range, sure-fire food and 
medical supply program is neces- 
sary unless speedy repatriation is 
planned. 

At Santo Tomas camp, doctors— 
among them Dr. Earl R. Leach of 
the Rockefeller Foundation, who 
organized and managed the camp 
hospital—say the general diet is 
now less than 1800 calories daily as 
compared with a normal diet of 
2500. 

Japs Remove Rice, Sugar. 

Essential foods now are unavail- 
able in the local markets, because 
the Japanese not only are living 
off the country but are removing 
supplies—especially rice and sugar 
—to other areas, perhaps to Japan 
proper and to occupied regions 
further south. 

The same conditions undoubtedly 
exist in other Philippine civilian 
internment camps at Baguio, Los 
Banos and Davao. 

The food situation in Manila out- 
side the camps, and supposedly 
throughout the Philippines, also is 
critical, as the Japanese failed to, 
bring in major food supplies to 
feed thelr own army plus the 
populace. Former heavy food im- 
ports from the United States, In 
addition to rice from China, have 
been shut off for almost two years, 

The Japanese, while hammering

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3. — Mis- 
souri stock fire insurance com- 
panies have refused to comply 
with the State antitrust laws ever 
since 1899, and even now are 
charging rates in excess of the 
lawful rate fixed in 1922, Attorney 
General Roy McKittrick told the 
Senate Judiciary Subcommittee to- 
day in a long recital of the history 
of Missouri insurance litigation. 

Appearing at a public hearing 
on proposed legislation to exempt 
insurance companies from _ the 
Sherman and Clayton Antitrust 
Acts, McKittrick, in fighting words 
and militant mood, read a state- 
ment designed to show the utter 
inadequacy of State regulation of 
fire insurance firms. 

Senator Bennett C. Clark of 
Missouri, in a strong statement 
made public today, placed himself 
on record as opposing the pending 
exemption legislation. 

“I am opposed,” he said, “to any 
legislation destined directly or in- 
directly to emasculate our anti- 
trust laws. ... These laws should 
be not only maintained = and 
strengthened but effectively ex- 
tended to cover participation by 
Americans in international cartels 
and the operation of such cartels 
in this country.” 

Wendell Berge, assistant United 
States Attorney General in charge 
of the Antitrust Division, was an- 
other witness at the hearing today, 
the last scheduled by the subcom- 
mittee. Senator Frederick Van 
Nuys (Dem.), Indiana, chairman 
of the Judiciary Committee @nd 
the subcommittee, has told the 
Post-Dispatch there are enough 
committee votes to report the bill 
favorably to the Senate. 

Review of Missouri Case. 

McKittrick reviewed the notori- 
ous Missouri rate compromise 
case, which sent former State Su- 
perintendent of Insurance R, Em- 
met O'Malley and Boss T. J. Pen- 
dergast of Kansas City to prison 
for income tax violations. He told 
how the companies promulgated 
a 162-3 per cent rate increase “in 
defiance of the law of the State, 
which provides that no company 
shall increase rates without the 
approval of the Superintendent of 
Insurance.” 

After years of litigation, he went 
on, in 1942 the fedéral and state 
courts ordered 10 million dollars 
in impounded funds, resulting from 
the rate controversy, refunded to 
the policyholders, “‘but,” he added, 
“the policyholders have not yet re- 
ceived the money.” 

He described in detail his pro- 
longed efforts to invoke the state 
anti-trust laws against the insur- 
ance companies that had bribed 
O’Malley and Pendergast. 

‘Until this suit is finally de- 
termined,” he declared, “the com- 
panies will continue ‘to collect 
premiums based upon rates that 
are in excess of the lawful rates 
of the State. 

“If the Commissioner of Insur- 
ance in Missouri should attempt 
forcibly to reduce the rates, the 
companies would proceed to renew 
the litigation by filing injunctions, 
and it should be borne in mind 
that any commissioner has a hesi- 
tancy of involving the state in liti- 
gation with reference to insurance 
rates—for the reason that the pol- 
icyholders have to bear the expense 
of litigation incurred by the com- 
panies, and not the stock owners. 

“The expense of the litigation 
throughout the years in Missouri 
has been borne by the policy hold- 
ers. It is charged as an expense 
to the companies in calculating 
their experience. They have that 
club over every insurance commis- 
sioner in the Union.” 

Illinois a “Pet State.” 

Supporting a statement by At- 
torney General Francis Biddle that 
the insurance firms want neither 
state nor federal interferences, but 
only Jaws “of their own making,” 
McKittrick quoted from a letter 
sent by C. R. Street of the Great 
American Insurance Co. on May 
24, 1935, to Ray W. Wilson, then 
secretary of the Kansas City 
Chamber of Commerce. In the 
quoted letter, Street, who was in- 
volved in the Missouri bribe case 
as an intermediary, referred to IIli- 
nois as “our pet state, to which 
we give everything we have to give, 
for the reason that in Illinois there 
is no rate law and.we have for 
many years been permitted to do 
as we please.” 

McKittrick quoted other letters 
written by insurance executives 
which referred to opportunities to 
disregard state antitrust laws 
“wihtout fear of suecessful prose- 
cution.” 

The power of the stock fire in- 
surance companies, he went on, is 
great and is used unsparingly to 
enforce the rules and practices 
beneficial to the companies, and is 
extremely severe on the companies 
that “dare to file rates deviating 
from the trust-imposed rates, in 
spite of state laws permitting 
such deviations.” 

He singled out the Western Un- 
derwriters’ Association, embracing 
Missouri and 17 other states, main- 
taining that the individual states 
have been powerless to regulate

or control the association. 

In the conclusion of hig 34-page 
statement, McKittrick summed 
up: “It is the case of a few thou- 
sand stockholders against millions 
of people, and those few thousand 
stockholders are now seeking to 
be relieved of the Federal anti- 
trust laws, which ig the only hope 
of the millions to be protected 
against combinations and pools 
that are detrimental to the public 
interest.” < 

“The whole stock fire insurance 
business has been centralized in 
order to stifle competition. It is 
imposible for any state to control 
or to interfere with the interstate 
or national setup. The insurance 
business is.as much a ‘national 
network as is a national system 
of transportation. If it ig.for the 
best interest of the people to keep 
the railroad companies under the 
jurisdiction of the Federal anti- 
trust laws, the insurance com- 
panies should likewise remain un- 
der the antitrust laws.” 

As has been brought out at pre- 
vious hearings, it wag McKittrick 
who instigated the Department of 
Justice’s investigation of fire in- 
surance companies after he found 
the state enforcement machinery 
inadequate, following the Missouri 
bribe scandal. 


Scheufler’s Letter Introduced. 


The text of the letter sent by 
Missouri's Superintendent of In- 
surance Edward L. Scheufler to 
Van Nuys declaring that “serious 
and chaotic results” would ensue 
if the present system of State 
regulation of fire insurance firms 
should give way to Federal super- 
vision, was introduced in the 
record. ; 

Scheufler said at Jefferson City 
yesterday that he had taken no 
specific position. - 

The subject came up at a hear- 
ing when McKittrick was reading 
his lorg statement. Senator Van 
Nuys, interrupted McKittrick to 
remark: 

“There’s a letter indorsing the 
pending legislation from Scheufler 
which I’m introducing in the rec- 
ord today.” 

McKittrick, obviously angered, 
immediately replied: 

“Yes, I know. I’m not surprised 
at his disagreeing with me on this 
subject, and that’s one of the rea- 
sons the policyholders have not yet 
received the impounded funds in 
the Missouri rate litigation case, 
which the courts in 1935 ordered re- 
turned to them.” 

Senator Ferguson, a member of 
the Judiciary Subcommittee, then 
asked McKittrick: 

“Well, do you think that cor- 
rupt officials of your State are in- 
terfering with the return of that 
money?” 

“Oh, no,” replied the Attorney 
General. » 

Representative Hatton Sumners, 
chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee which has a companion 
bill pending before it, entered the 
discussion at this point to ask, “Is 
the Missouri Insurance Superin- 
tendent just dumb?” 

“No, I think he’s just being nice 
to some people.” , 

McKittrick then said that he in- 
tended to file the mandamus suit 
against Scheufler to force him to 
return impounded insurance funds 
to the policyholders, 

U. S, Attorney’s Viewpoint. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Berge, in his statement, said pro- 
ponents of the pending bill seem to 
base their arguments on fear of 
possible broad Federal regulation 
of the insurance business if the 
Supreme Court should hold insur- 
ance is commerce. 

The question, he said, is whether, 
if insurance companies are doing 
business in interstate commerce, 
they shall be permitted to make 
contracts and agreements in re- 
straint of trade, monopolize or at- 
tempt to monopolize interstate 
commerce, and otherwise engage 
in restrictive practices, all of 
which would be illegal if engaged 
in by any other interstate business 
in America.” 

He then made the point that 
even if the proposed legislation 
would repeal the antitrust laws in 
their application to fire insurance 
companies, the companies would 
still be subject to criminal prose- 
cution for the past actions, in 
view of section 29 of title 1 of the 
United States Code. This section 
provides, he said, that repeal of 
any statute, shall not have the ef- 
fect “to release or extinguish any 
penalty, forfeiture or liability in- 
curred under such statute, unless 
the repealing act shall so expressly 
provide, and such statute shall be 
treated ag still remaining in force 
for the purpose of sustaining any 
proper action or prosecution for 
the enforcement of such penalty, 


forfeiture or liability.”

Chairman Ford, when told of 
the Ickes letter, said: : 

“That is in conflict with what 
Mr. Ickes told our group, Senators

Hobbs, Mr. Boyles and me, in 
Washington last Friday.” 

Ford said St. Louis had been 
getting only 9% per cent of its 
coal] supply from the East, while 
Chicago gets about 31 per cent of 
its supply from that source.

UMW Head Expected to 
Call Policy Committee 
at Once to Approve 
Agreement. : 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP).— 
After a busy day of conferences 
between Interior Secretary Ickes, 
boss of the nation’s coal mines, 
and John L. Lewis, president of 
the United Ming Workers, indica- 
tions developed’ late today that 
some kind of agreement had been 
reached toward reopening of the 
now idle pits. 

Lewis was expected to call a 
meeting of the union’s policy com- 
mittee to approve whatever step 
had been agreed on in his talks 
with Ickes. Then the agreement 
was to be sent to Ickes for his ap- 
proval, perhaps late today. 

This or any other contract must 
go to the War Labor Board for 
approval before becoming effective. 

About 500,000 miners were idle, 
ignoring President Roosevelt’s call 
for a return to the Government- 
seized pits. 

Contract Discussion Implied. 

Ickes, designated as United 
States mine boss when the Govern- 
ment seized the struck mines for 
a second time yesterday, was at- 
tended at a session with Lewis and 
his aids by former Interior Under 
Secretary Abe Fortas, recently in- 
ducted into the- Navy but now on 
special leave, Assistant Secretary 
Michael Strauss, and the leading 
legal minds of the Solid Fuels Ad- 
ministration and the Coal Mines 
Administration. The latter agency 
was largely liquidated when Ickes 
restored the mines to their owners 
Oct. 12, but the legal staff had not 
been relieved of duty when the new 
crisis arose, 

None of those enterihg the con- 
ference room would discuss the 
business at hand, but the implica- 
tions were that attempts were be- 
ing made to get together on a con- 
tract which would send the idle 
miners back to work. 

The suspension of activity, be- 
gun two weeks ago in scattered 
wildcat walkouts stemming from 
continued absence of a working 
contract, spread to include about 
460,000 hard and soft coal miners 
as conferences went forward, 

For the second time this year 
Roosevelt ordered the mines 
seized. In the order Monday night 
he gave Ickes authority to work 
out a contract with the union, pro- 
vided the terms follow the War 
Labor Board's rules. The UMW 
asked for wage increases of at 
least $1.50 a day. Most of the op- 
erators consented to only 88 cents. 
The WLB suggested $1.12. 

Ickes Restricts Deliveries. 

The fourth softcoal strike this 
year meanwhile crippled war in- 
dustries and prompted Ickes to 
forbid dealers to deliver coal to 
any home which has more than a 
10-day supply. Deliveries were lim- 
ited to one ton. 

Ickes also diverted two million 
tons of softcoal on trains toward 
industrial plants. He urged home- 
owners to share their extra supply 
with neighbors who need help,

HOUSE COMMITTEE 
DEFERS ACTION ON 


WITHHOLDING TAX 


New Data on Exemptions 
Requested by Ways and 
Means Group — Other 
Changes Offered. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP).— 


‘|'The House Ways and Means Com- 


mittee decided today against mak- 
ing any change at this time in the 
20 per cent withholding rate 


against the taxable portions of 
wages and salaries. 

It decided also: 

1 To require the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau to publish in the Fed- 
eral Register the names of cor 
porations gaining refunds under 
relief provisions of the excess 
profits tax, and the amounts. 

2. Remove toilet soap from the 
new list of excises. This reduced 
the new tax bill by $6,000,000, 
leaving a total of $2,029,000,000 
against an administration request 
for $10,500,000,009 in additional rev- 
enue. 

Treasury Secretary Morgenthau 
had proposed to the committee 
that the withholding levy be put 
on a graduated basis, “to keep mil- 
lions more of our taxpayers on a 
strictly current, paid-up basis by 
covering the full liability in all 
brackets instead of just the first 
bracket, as at present.” 

The committee instructed the 
congressional tax staff to prepare 
a new set of withholding exemp- 
tions “to more nearly approximate 
the correct withholding levy” une 
der the present 20 per cent rate. 

The committee voted out another 
resolution providing: 

“If an individual sustains a net 
loss from a trade or business for 
five consecutive years his tax for 
such years shall be recomputed, 
and to the extent that such loss 
exceeds $10,000 for each such year 
of such five years it cannot be ap- 
plied against his other income for 
such years.” 

Committeemen said the effect 
would be to put a $10,000 ceiling on 
such losses for use as credits in 
filing the individual income tax in 
any one year. It did not decide 
definitely when this should become 
effective. 

The committee also approved a 
plan of special tax treatment for 
accelerated production of timber, 
coal and iron,

Glass, who hasn’t been able to 
attend a session of the Senate in 
the last 16 months, dictated a 
statement from his sickbed hail- 
ing the Moscow declaration, which, 
he said, “if language means any- 
thing, plainly proposes a league to 
maintain peace after the war.” 

“Instead of any one of the pend- 
ing resolutions now before the Sen- 
ate,” he said, “the Senate might 
well see fit to indorse specifically 
the language of the Moscow con- 
ference.” 

Senator Guffey (Dem.), Pennsyl- 
vania, told the Senate today that 
President Wilson, on his death bed, 
prophesied another world war if 
nations failed to act together to 
prevent it. 


“T called to see him at his home,” 
Guffey related, “and on his sick 
bed that great American said to 
me, ‘Guffey, the trouble with us 
is that our ideas are ahead of the 
time. Perhaps it will take another 
world war before there can be ac- 


ceptance of the truth for which we |

Connally Cites Precedent. 


Connally today cited a historical 
precedent for the flexible use of 
international military power to set- 
tle a threatening situation. 

The place, he said, was China; 
the time, 1900; the trouble, the 
Boxer Rebellion, and the force 
which lifted the Boxers’ siege of 
foreign refugees in Peking was an 
British, French, German, Russian 
and Japanese troops. 

“If it ever becomes necessary to 
use joint military force to stop 
aggression,” Connally said in an 
interview, “I would prefer the 
Boxer plan to an internationalized 
army.” 

The Boxers, members of the 
I Ho Tuan, or “Righteous Harmony 
Fists” secret society, rose in an 
anti-foreigner demonstration, took 
Tientsin and besieged the legation 


section of Peking. After Baron ' 


von Ketteler, the German minister, 
was killed on a Peking street, the 
powers intervened and sent a re- 
lief force of 12,000 men who cap- 
tured the old northern capital city 
on Aug. 14, 1900. Count van Wald- 
ersee, a German, was in command. 

Connally said co-operation by the 
six powers was an example of how 
nations could join forces for a 
specific purpose without any stand- 
ing, “denationalized” army of mer- 
cenaries. A true. international 
army would have, to be based 
somewhere. Would we want it 
here”? he asked. To be effective, 
he added, such an army would 
have to be superior to any possi- 
ble aggregation of military force 
that could be brought against it. 
That, he indicated, might lead to 
oppression and abuses.

Nazi groups isolated north of the 
Sivash Sea by the spectacular Rus- 
sian victories were pressed back 
to the sea and “completely liqui- 
dated,” the Russians reported. 


The communique made no men- 
tion of the progress of Red Army 
forces into the Crimea. 


(The Moscow correspondent of 
the British news agency Reuters 
said that the Germans have 250,- 
000 wounded in hospitals through- 
out the Crimea. This writer said 
that the Nazis, being unable to 
evacuate these wounded, were 
shooting the most seriously hurt.) 


Southwest of Dnieperopetrovsk, 
bitter fighting in the Dnieper bend 
area cost the Germans approxi- 
mately 1900 killed, the communi- 
que said. Another 800 were report- 
ed killed in action around the iron 
city of Krivoi Rog, where the rein- 
forced German garrison is sstill 
holding open an escape path for 
Germans inside the river loop, by 
maintaining counterattacks 
against the Russians. 


(A Berlin broadcast of a German 
War reporter’s dispatch said three 
Russian tanks succeeded in break- 
ing through the Krivoi Rog de- 
fensive ring and penetrating tothe 
center of the city, but these tanks 
were destroyed and other Russian 
tank units which tried to get into 
the suburbs were repulsed.)

Phila- 
delphia has not elected a Demo- 
cratic Mayor for 61 years, yet in 
1939 the late Mayor Lambertson 
won by only 28,000. In the Guber- 
natorial race last year, the Repub- 
licans carried the city by a scant 
157 votes. In 1940, Philadelphia’s 
Democratic majority for President 
Roosevelt was 177,000. 

Bullitt, according to political ob- 
servers in Philadelphia, entered the 
campaign in the belief that even 
if defeated he could rehabilitate the 
creaking Democratic machine. The 
result yesterday exposed the de- 
terioration of an organization 
which had been held together by 
the Roosevelt name and bolstered 
by Federal patronage. The Presi- 
dent, at a Whyte House press con- 
ference, indirectly indorsed Bul- 
litt’s candidacy by calling him an 
“old friend” and wishing him 
success.

EDGE’S PLURALITY 
HIGHEST SINCE 1931 


NEWARS, N. J.. Nov. 3 (AP).— 
Walter E. Edge, his election as 
Governor of New Jersey assured 
shortly after midnight, piled up 
today the highest plurality given 
any candidate for the office since 
1931. 

Edge, Republican, defeated Dem- 
ocrat Vincent J. Murphy, secretary- 
treasurer of the New Jersey Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

Unofficial but complete returns 
gave Edge 631,352 and Murphy 
510,318. 

Even more surprising was the de- 
cisiveness fof the voters in direct- 
ing, by referendum, that the 1944 
Legislature should draft a new 
State Constitution for ratification 
or rejection by the electorate a 
year from now. Hours after vic- 
tory was assured, key campaigners 
for the project hesitated to com- 
ment on their success. 

All in all, the election | results 
were a bitter concoction for Mayor 
Frank Hague of Jersey City, Demo- 
cratic national committeeman and 
State leader, to swallow: 

(1) He had pledged, despite the 
absence of what he estimated at 
60,000 voters in the armed forces, 
to give Murphy a 100,000-vote 
plurality in Hudson County, his 
bailiwick, and he delivered 103,- 
002, but it was not enough to off- 
set Republican power elsewhere. 
(2) In Murphy, Hague lost the 
candidate who had taken his side 
in an issue close to his heart, the 
fight against a railroad tax com- 
promise plan on which Hague 
fought Gov, Charles Edison bitterly 
for nearly three years, though they 
had united behind Murphy in the 
campaign. 

(3) Hague had led the fight 
against constitutional revision, roll- 
ing up an _  87,476-vote ority 
against it in Hudson, only be 
snowed under. 

Edge is an old-school politician 
who came out of retirement at 69 
and demonstrated he had forgot- 
ten none of the ropes. Erstwhile 
printer’s*devil who rose to wealth 
as a publisher and advertising 
agency owner, Edge first was 
elected Governor in 1916. He later 
resigned to run for the United 
States Senate, and from there 
went to France as the Ambassador 
of the Hoover administration.

Built for Efficiency. __

Construction Problem. 

The land for the 729-acre field, 
450 acres of which are used for 
landing area was—with the excep- 
tion of two small tracts—owned by 
the Government or reclaimed from 
the Potomac River bottoms. (Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field has 540 acres 
but is being expanded by acquisi- 
tion of some 350 acres of land to 
the east.) 

Most of the landing area at 
Washington was under water when 
work began in October, 1938. A 
dike was constructed about this 
area and the water was pumped 
out. Locations of runways were 
established and the soft muck was 
pumped out so that sand and 
gravel could be pumped in on top 
of the sand and gravel bottom to 
avoid settling of runways or un- 
even surfaces. 

By Dec. 31, 1939, some 18,479,000 
cubic yards of hydraulic fill had 
been completed and the following 
spring the upland area which had 
remained above water was graded. 
Dry excavations and fill amounted 
to 2,165,000 cubic yards. Runway 
paving was laid six .months after 
the runway bases were stabilized 
by the gravel fill. 


Length of Runways. 

The north-south runway is 6855 
feet long and the northwest-south- 
west slab, 5210 feet. Each is 200 
feet wide. The northeast-scuth- 
west runway is 4892 feet, and the 
east-west, 4100; each is 150 feet 
wide. : 

(Lambert-St. Louis Field’s north- 
east-southwest runway, originally 
4700 feet, is being lengthened to 
6300 feet, making it the longest In 
the Middle West. Others, 5600, 
3700 and 3000 feet would be length- 
ened and supplemented under pres- 
ent expansion plans entailing ac- 
quisition of additional acreage east 
of the field.) 


Landing Devices. 

The Washington airport north- 
south runway is equipped for in- 
strument landing from the south 
end. The system, developed by the 
National Bureau of Standards and 
the CAA, consists of four radio 
signals permitting pilots to land 
without seeing the ground. These 
signals, marking a glide path down 
which he is directed to a landing 
at a predetermined angle, include 
a directional beam which guides 


him to the center line of Mahe run-¢problem, 


way, and further aid him by two 
marker beacons along the =  ap- 
proach path which indicate his dis- 
tance from the point of runway 
contact. 

Supplementing the system is a 
double row of approach lights 2000 
feet long extending over the water 
on piles. 

A new visual stop-and-go system 
of lights on the ground aids by 
outlining it in two rows of lights 
visible only from the air, gives a 
green arrow signal for landing and 
a red cross signal for circling until 
further instruction for landing. Ex- 
act direction of wind is indicated 
by an automatic smoke pot. A 
string of blue lights, which can be 
seen only after landing, directs the 
pilot to his position on the ramp. 


Modern Control Tower. 

Atop the impressive administra- 
tion building, functional yet retain- 
ing the general character of South- 
ern Colonial architecture, there is 
the most modern of control towers. 
Its walls are of green heat-resist- 
ing glass, placed at angles that 
prevent reflection day or night. 
The gihass also blocks actinic rays 
of the sun which cause sunburn.

apron there are no luggage or fuel 
trucks; the steps for boarding 
planes are rolled out of sight when 
not in use, Small pits on the apron 
conceal fuel hoses, starting battery 
cables, telephone lines and air-con- 
ditioning hoses. A pneumatic tube 
system connects each loading sta- 
tion with the office of the airline 
using it. A six-foot turntable at 
each loading station permits the 
pilot to pivot his plane to bring it 
into the desired position. 

The terminal building, including 
a dining room seating 350 persons 
who may look out over the field 
through a glass wall eight feet 
high, cost approximately $1,750,- 
000 to build, without equipment. 
The six hangars cost about $2,- 
830,000; paving of runways, $1,- 
230,000. 

More than five acres of airplane 
storage space is provided. Sliding 
doors, constructed in eight leaves 
each weighing 11,000 pounds and 
30 feet high and 22 feet wide, 
close the field side of the hangars. 
Clear openings are 176 to 229 
feet. Above ‘the doors, in the cen- 
ter are hinged sections 10 to 15 
feet high, which may be raised 
to admit planes more than 30 feet 
in height. 


Army Field Too Near. 


The field, only two and a half 
miles from the Capitol as the 
crow or airplanes fly, permits a 
glide angle of more than 40 to 1. 
Across the Potomac lies the 
Army’s Bolling Field, less than 
two miles away, a situation which 
requires increased attention to 
traffic control. 

Excellent highways serve the 
field, but it requires about 20 
minutes to reach it by taxicab 
from the Capitol. Taxicab fare 
from that location is 60 cents. 
Busses, charging 10 cents, also go 
to the airport. 

A space for 1000 automobiles is 
provided without charge for sight- 
seers, and it eventually will be in- 
creased by terraced parking sec- 
tions permitting visitors to view 
the field from an elevtion to the 
west of the terminal 
“Today's visitor is tomorrow’s air 
traveler,” the CAA says. 
Observation terraces are built 
along the front of the terminal 
building and a 10-cent admission 
is charged there. 


Cost of Operation. 

Cost of annual operation is about 
$400,000 and anticipated income for 
the first year of operation was 
$398,000. Source of this income is 
of interest to St. Louis and other 
cities facing the postwar airport 
The expected income 
was: Food concessions, $65,000; 
taxicab privileges, $16,000; hangar 
rent, landing fees, office rent and 
ramp service, $147,000; aviation 
fuel concessions, $150,000; incident- 
als, $20,000; total $398,000.

Italian anti-Fascist circles here 
are, generally speaking, very fa- 
vorably impressed by the results 
of the conference which are just 
what they hoped for. Leftist ele- 
ments are particularly unstinting 
in their approval while rightists, 
such as the Christian Democrats 
and Partito D’ Azione members, 
manifest the same skepticism as 
Swiss Conservatives. 


It is interesting to note that no 
one in Italian circles here is par- 
ticularly pleased at the place given 
France on the Mediterranean Com- 
mittee. They fear that France's 
natural grudge against Italy will 
be detrimental to Italian interests. 
As for Berlin, it contents itself 
today by paraphrasing and ampli- 
fying its earlier reactions.

THEORY NEW NAZI TORPEDOES 
TRACKED SHIPS BY SOUND 


HALIFAX, Nov. 3 (AP).—Cana- 
dian censorship permitted last night 
mention of the fact that survivors 
of a series of attacks on Atlantic 
convoys in September, including 
some naval officers, expressed be- 
lief the Nazis had _ torpedoes 
which tracked down ships by the 
sound of their propellers. 


The torpedoes, it was thought, 
carried steering devices sensitive 
to sound. In theory, once such 
a torpedo picked up the sound of 
a propeller it would be guided to- 
ward that noise and detonated by 
vibration, regardless of how its 
quarry maneuvered. 


Dissenters, pointing out that in 
the September outbreak some 
ships sunk were hit amidships or 
forward, felt this ruled out the 
probability the Nazis were using 
torpedoes that would be drawn to 
propellers.

GREAT many soldiers carry with them some small article, some 


touchstone or lucky piece or symbol which, if they are lucky in 
battle, takes on an ever-increasing importance, 


And being lucky 


in battle means simply not being hurt. 


The most obvious magic amulets, 


sale in nearly all gift stores. 
Christopher medals are carried by 
Catholics and non-Catholics alike 
and in many cases are not con- 
sidered as religious symbols at all, 
but as simple lucky pieces. 

A novelty company in America 
has brought out a Testament bound 
in steel covers to be carried in the 
shirt pocket over the heart, a grue- 
some little piece of expediency 
which has faith in neither the 
metal nor the Testament but hopes 
that a combination may work. 
Many of these have been sold to 


parents of soldiers, but I have nev- | 


er seen one carried. That par- 
ticular pocket is for cigarettes, and 
‘those soldiers who carry Testa- 
ments, and many do, carry them 
in their pants pockets, and they 
are never considered as_ lucky 


pieces. 
Charms of All Kinds. 


The magic articles are of all 
kinds. There will be a smootn 
stone, an odd-shaped piece of 
metal, small photographs encased 
in cellophone. Many soldiers con- 
sider pictures of their wives or 
parents to be almost protectors 
from danger. One soldier had re- 
moved the handles from his Colt 
45 and had carved new ones out 
of plexiglass from a wrecked air- 
plane. Then he had installed pho- 
tographs of his children under the 
plexiglass so that his children 
looked out of the handles of his 
pistol. 

Sometimes coins are considered 
lucky, and rings and pins, pars 5: 
articles which take their quality 
from some intimacy with people at 
home, a gift or the symbol of some 
old emotional experience. One man 
carries a locket his dead wife wore 
as a child and another a string of 
amber beads his mother once made 
him wear to ward off colds. The 
beads now ward off danger. 

It is interesting that, as time in 


action goes on, these magics not 


only become more valuable and 
‘dear but more secret also. And 
'many men make up small rituals 
to cause their amulets to become 
active. A smooth stone may be 
rubbed when the tracers are cut- 
ting Hines about a man’s head, One 
sergeant .holds an  Indian-head 
penny in the palm of his left hand 
and against the stock of his rifle 
when he fires. He is just about 
convinced that he cannot miss if 
he does this.

A Lucky Pig. 

As time goes on, and dangers 
multiply and perhaps there is a 
marrow escape or so, the amulet 


not only takes on an increasing im- 
portance but actually achieves a 
kind of personality. It becomes a 
thing to talk to and to rely on. 
One such lucky piece is a small 
wooden pig only about an inch 
long. Its owner, after having test- 
ed it over a period of time and in 
one or two tight places, believes 
that this little wooden pig can ac- 
complish remarkable things. Thus 


in a bombing, he held the p#& in — 
his hand and said, “Pig, this one is 
not for us.” And in a shelling, he 
said, “Pig, you know that the one 
that gets me, gets you.” 

But in addition to simply keep- 
ing its owner safe from harm, this 
pig has been -known to raise a fog, 
smooth out a high sea, procure a 
beefsteak in a restaurant which 
had not had one for weeks.

I read with interest and profit your 
recent editorial, “What Kind of Radio 
Newspaper?” It is an excellent com- 
bination of “news, analysis and com- 
ment.” 


The editorial outlines a remedy and 
plan: “Let radio give us, by all means, 
the news, and the analysis, and the com- 
ment, taking care to label each type of 
service properly and plainly, and dealing 
summarily with anyone who deliberate- 
ly distorts the facts or sells opinion.” 


This is good, but it is almost too ideal- 
istic. Can the broadcasters be forced “to 
label each type of service properly and 
plainly”? Who is to pass judgment on 
anyone who “deliberately distorts the 
facts and sells opinion”? And who is 
to do the “dealing summarily”—the FCC? 
Clothed with such authority, would not 
the FCC be subject to being attacked 
as interfering with free speech, etc.? 


My own preference is news and an- 
alysis, with decided preference for news 
only. As to commentators, I really am 
not interested. I feel that these emotion- 
al commentators who work themselves 
up into a dramatic pitch had better not 
be heard, 


A good newspaper editorial by a 
George S. Johns or a John H. Finley is 
highly desirable, but a radio editorial 
melodramatically gushed is at the other 
end of the scale, 


Despite the fact that I do not care to 
listen to radio commentators as a whole, 
I am not enthusiastic over the CBS rul- 
ing. I am for freedom of speech from 
air or platform, and I am strong for 
freedom of the press, 


By and large, the judgment of the 
American people is good. This is espe- 
cially so in the long run. Our system of 
free education should train the people 
so that they can sift the chaff from 
the wheat. If we attempt to make rules 
which will sift out the chaff, we are 
- to lose some good wheat.

Stormy Weather 


Stormy weather ahead for the Democrats in 
the 1944 presidential’ race was the clear signal 
given by the barometrical elections yesterday in 
New York, New Jersey and Kentucky. 

Joe R. Hanley’s election as Lieutenant Governor 
of New York, Walter Edge’s victory over the com- 
bined forces of Boss Hague and Gov. Edison and 
the narrow Democratic victory in Kentucky all 
show a continuation of the tide which began to 
flow in November, 1942. 

In that election, inroads were made by the 
Republicans into the vast Democratic majorities 
in both House and Senate and, when the smoke 
had cleared away, half the states had Repub- 
lican Governors. Edge’s election gives the Re- 
publicans 25 out of the 48 Governors in the 
Union, with the patronage and power that go with 
control of state administrations. 

Mr, Willkie quite naturally construes the result 
of yesterday’s voting as a sign that “the country 
is tired—very tired—of the present national ad- 
ministration.” If the Democrats can get any 
comfort .out of the returns, it lies in the fact that 
mid-term elections have often gone against the 
party in power, only to have the pendulum swing 
back in presidential years. 

Yesterday’s elections, however, are post-mid- 
term. They come within a half-year or so of the 
great nominating conventions, when the major 
parties select their candidates for the presidency. 
Therefore, if the Democrats are wise, they will 
pay heed to the Willkie warning that/ the coun- 
try is wearying of the Roosevelt admipistration. 

It is interesting to recall that the voters in 
November of last year turned harshly on some 
of the stanchest New Dealers in the Senate—100 
per centers like Josh Lee of Oklahoma, Smathers 
of New Jersey and Schwartz of Wyoming. After 
40 years of support, Nebraska defeated the great 
progressive, Senator Norris of Nebraska. 

Some of the factors that we believe operated to 
account for Republican victories last year are 
still in effect: Dissatisfaction with the-confusion 
in the war effort on the home front; Mr. Roose- 
velt’s practice of playing politics as usual, now 
intensified as 1944 draws near with hisggestures 
toward the Jesse Joneses; conflicting orders in 
rationing programs; dissatisfaction among Ne- 
groes which causes them to return to the party 
of Abraham Lincoln; the bungling of the mine- 
strike situation; mounting apprehensions over a 
possible fourth term; the fear on the part of 
progressives that the President has turned his 
back on his original New Deal philosophy. 

If these factors, and others which might be 
mentioned, continue to grow in intensity, and if 
the Republicans nominate a strong man next 
year, the President will be taking on the fight of 
his life if he should seek a fourth term. 

Of course, normal political analyses may easily 
be dashed in wartime. The great, surging force 
of patriotism, regardless of party, must be reck- 
oned with. There are undoubtedly millions of 
Americans who feel that, if the end of the war 
is in sight next November, the man who con- 
ducted the war should also preside over the con- 
clusion of the peace. If. England is to have 
Churchill at the peace table, if Russia is to have 
Stalin, many undoubtedly feel that this country 


should be represented by a man of equal stature, 


In any case, as of today, a strong anti-Demo- 
cratic tide is running, and the President is too 
smart a politician not to read the signs. If he 
plans to run again, if he has hopes of a Demo- 
cratic victory fm 1944, he may find it necessary 
to revise his whole recent strategy, which has 
been designed largely, it seems, to placate the 
conservatives. . 

Mr. Roosevelt may conclude that the country 
is disappointed with his war leadership, not on 
the military or naval side—for there the war is 
going well—but with his failure to speak out 
decisively as to the war’s objectives. In this 
field, he has been outdistanced not only by his 
own Vice-President, Henry Wallace, but by the 
Republican aspirant, Wendell Willkie. ‘ The peo- 
ple crave moral as well as military leadership.

A Move for Democracy in Italy 

Premier-Marshal Badoglio looked ahead, in in- 
terviews last week, to the freeing of the citadel 
city of the seven hills. He expressed the belief 
that when Rome was retaken, a representative 
government could be formed, bringing the six 
political parties of the National Liberation Front 
into full co-operatidn toward these stated aims: 
Expelling the Nazis from Italy, then enfranchis- 
ing the Italian people for the democratic election 
of their own leaders. 

Five of the popular front parties refuse, how- 
ever, to wait for return to the storied capital 
before making a burning demand. They say the 
little King must go, and with him his playboy, 
pro-German son, Umberto. Count Sforza, Bene- 
detto Croce, Dr. Omodeo of Naples University, 
Dr. Eugenio Reale—men of a political complexion 
from cerise to conservatively democratic—are 
united in their pressure on monarchist Badoglio. 
He came away from a Naples, conference with 
Italy’s stern, unforgetful men of tomorrow to pre- 
sent the once-Fascist Victor with their ultima- 
tum: Nothing less than a regency under the 
6-year-old Prince of Naples—and that tempora- 
rily—is acceptable to the Italians working to free 
their nation ideologically as the Allies work to 
free it from allen arms, 

It is with reason that the demand is made. 
These leaders believe there can be little heart 
among war-weary Italians for a fight against 
entrenched Germans unless the discredited King 
and his heir are femoved. They are convinced 
that such action will call courage to the still- 
captive peoples of the north, give them faith in 
a Mazzinian fufure, worth fighting for, and prom- 
ise that democracy will be unrolled like a carpet 
up the length of Italy on the heels of victorious 
Allied forces. 

Sforza and men like him will not take places 
in a representative government until it is purged 
of old betrayers. They will come to the people 
bearing restored rights with clean hands, or not 
at all. 


They know, too, that their nation has a war 


debt to honor, in whatever fashion the Allies 
decree, before it is restored to respectability. It 
is a debt that cannot be discharged in the shame- 
ful shadow of the past, but only through repudia- 
tion of all who were connected with it. 

The spokesmen of democracy approach the task 
now with tools at hand—the joint American-Brit- 
ish-Russian acceptance of Badoglio’s pledge of 
people's rights in his declaration of co-belliger- 
ency; the stand on Italy taken by the Moscow 
conferees;« the high disfavor in which already 
liberated Italians regard the little King. 
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Hair-Splitting in the Senate 

The broad and sweeping terms of the agree- 
ments reached at Moscow make the Senate’s con- 
tinued hair-splitting debate over the Connally 
resolution pretty much of an exercise in futility. 

The Declaration of Moscow, now being ac- 
claimed as “a new Magna Carta for freedom- 
loving peoples,” was agreed upon by Molotov, 
Eden and Hull in deliberations covering 11 days. 
The Senate is now in its ninth day of debate on 
the Connally resolution, and getting nowhere fast. 

TiXs is all the more remarkable when one con- 
siders that the Connally resolution is not a com- 
mitment or a piece of legislation; it is merely 
an expression of opinion, a bit of advice to be 
offered to the President by the Senate in its 
discharge of a constitutional function, The Mos- 
cow agreements, however, are pledges of all-out 
military and political co-operation by the repre- 
sentatives of four powerful nations, 

It is indeed fortunate that the Moscow con- 
ferees were not afflicted With the passion for 
semantics, the science of word meanings, which 
has taken possession of some Senators in the 
present debate. The Russian, British and Amer- 
ican delegates, in that event, would still be sit- 
ting in a welter of adjectives, nouns and other 
parts of speech, instead of having declared plainly 
and boldly for a “general international organiza- 
tion,” for maintenance of peace and security. 

The purposely general terms of the Connally 
resolution are assuredly broad enough to cover 
every one of the war and postwar policies agreed 
upon at Moscow. The resolution calls for this 
country to join, after the war, in “establishment 
and maintenance of international authority with 
power to prevent aggression and to preserve the 
peace of the world,” which is the policy for “all 
peace-loving states” enunciated at Moscow, The 
delegates there did not attempt to anticipate the 
verdict of the coming peace conference, and there 
is no reason for the Senate to attempt such a feat. 

Now that the conferees have stepped out far 
ahead of the peace-planning procession, the best 
that the Senate can do to catch up is to ratify 
its own pending statement speedily. The best 
way for it to underwrite the inspiring principles 
laid down at Moscow is to pile up an overwhelm- 
ing vote in favor of the Connally resolution. 

That would be a sign to our Allies, and to all 
the world, that the United States Senate, speak- 
ing for the people of this country, has indorsed 
co-operation for future peace, 
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Are Slot Machines ‘‘Protected”’? 


It's a curious circumstance that, although police 
were able to find only six slot machines in St, 
Louis last month, Post-Dispatch reporters had 
little trouble in finding that these vicious devices 
were flourishing like. Weeds throughout the city. 
Police would have had to go only two blocks from 
their headquarters to the Federal Building to 
inspect the list of 101 licenses which the Govern- 
ment has issued for operation of these gambling 
machines, which is forbidden by State law, 

It ig interesting, and possibly what the police 
sometimes refer to as a clew, that 76 of the slot 
machines were found in one police district, the 
Ninth, or Lucas Avenue District, commanded by 
Capt. Albert T. Wetzel, with nine in Capt. George 
Dfheen’s Seventh, or Magnolia Avenue District, 
and six in the Eleventh, or Newstead Avenue Dis- 
trict, which is entrusted to Capt. Otto Selle. 

Of even greater interest are the statements of 
six operators, that before the collectors and the 
operators divide the “take” each week, the col- 
lectors hold out a certain sum, usually between 
$1.50 and $3, “for police protection.” 

If these serious charges are true, they may 
supply an answer to the question of why police 
don’t confiscate more of these machines. Chief 
of Detectives Seibels says it is hard to prove that 
slot machines are gambling devices. But the 
Federal Government has issued licenses for them 
as such, Chief of Police Mitchell says nothing 
about inspecting the license list. Edwin E. Huff- 
man, president of the Police Board, says he’s not 
familiar with details of police work against 
gambling. 

But charges of police payoffs make it an imme- 
diate order of business for the board not only 
to familiarize itself with details, but to investi- 
gate what’s going on in the department,

He pointed out, as other students of govern- 
ment have done, that the long ballot, often re- 
sulting in indiscriminate election of department 
heads according to voters’ views on national ques- 
tions, tends to prevent rather than promote de- 
mocracy. Under the cabinet system, the Governor 
would appoint department heads and be respon- 
sible for his appointments. 

Dean Loeb’s support of this proposed constitu- 
tional change adds weight to the body of opinion 
already behind it.

CAIRO. 

Europe’s problems, which I had lost out 
of sight while in China and in India, have 
surged over me once more in this city, 
which is like a gateway to Europe. 

The old Continent made itself known the 
moment I descended from an army car at 
the terrace of Shepheard's Hotel, 

A French General, whom I had known in 
Paris, accosted me to talk about Gen. de 
Gaulle and the State Department, A Yugo- 
slay newspaper man came to complain 
about the Allies’ alleged hostility to Mihailo- 


* vic. The Greeks were incensed that the Al- 


lies had welcomed Italy into the belliger- 
ent camp. Where was justice? How could 
one so quickly forget the Greek tombs left 
in Albania, and Italy’s stabbing France's 
back? And why was Sforza,allowed to go 
to Italy—Sforza, the man who took the 
Dodecanese Islands away from Greece, and 
Trieste and Gorizia from Yugoslavia? 


It was indeed to return to familiar 
ground, hearing old tunes known from 
childhood, the same old problems of minori- 
ties, of border provinces, of class and racial 
hatreds, and of the desire for revenge; 
problems that poisoned the Versailles peace 
conference, that haunted us for 20 years 
in Paris and Geneva. 


Europe’s Tides of Hate 


Little has apparently been learned even 
under Hitler’s heel. I had known all along, 
of course, that we had been faced in Eu. 
rope with a chaotic situation, but here dif- 
ficulties of the near future confronted me 
as realities. I could feel at once tides of 
hatreds sharpened by suffering. 


Two European governments-in-exile—the 
Greek and Yugoslav, with both Kings—are 
here, and behind them stand flocks of pol- 
iticians, supporting them or fighting them. 
Emissaries from guerrillas fighting the 
Germans and their own people with differ- 
ent political views come here and go. One 
can thus get direct information from the 
Balkans about the ruthless, primitive life 
led in the Epirus hills or Bosnian forests. 


One can also listen to politicians anxious 
to safeguard their future, pave their return 
to power at home. This return, however, 
is unlikely, at least in the way they plan 
it. Much has changed in Europe sifice 
Germany covered it with its pall, 


Little Affection for Exiles 


There is little affection there for those 
who went into exile to live comparatively 
easy lives abroad, while simple people who 
remained had to go hungry and work for 
a living in the bombed Ruhr towns or be 
shot as hostages by the enemy. 


From many stories I have already heard 
from Europe, people over there have be- 
come grim and diffident, They want no- 
body to dictate their future to them, Allies 
no more tban Germans, A tooth for a tooth 
has become law, and murder is easy, es- 
pecially for the younger generation, just as 
easy as death. 


Much has been written at home about 
civil strife in Yugoslavia and the republi- 
can feeling prevalent in Greece. But it is 
difficult to imagine from far away the 
sharpness of passions awakened in Europe. 
They arrive clearly before the mind only 
when you listen to men coming directly 
from the Balkans, when they talk about 
their own lives during the last two years, 
about those lives of tracked animals looking 


out for danger at every step, moving pref- 
erably in the dead of night, sleeping in 
caves or cellars, These experiences can 
hardly be forgotten, 


To an observer well acquainted with Eu- 
rope, the Balkans are a prototype of what 
we will find in other European countries. 
Politicians in exile, planning their own fu- 
ture, or hoping to re-establish a democratic 
regime, appear strangely out of date, 

We are unlikely to meet much desire for 
democracy in the countries liberated from 
the German yoke. We will be confronted 
then with primitive and extreme feelings 
—with what we would call Communism on 
the one hand and rightism on the other. 


But it would be wrong to call the factions 
already discernible in Europe by political 
names, It will be class warfare rather than 
political dissension, a bittér struggle of the 
have-nots against the haves, with political 
ideals as confused as they were in Russia 
in 1918 among the peasants returning from 
the front and anxious to have peace, bread 
and land, 


Factions in the Balkans 


Men I have seen, who have recently come 
from the Balkans, ask anxiously what the 
Allies’ attitude will be toward their coun- 
tries or fighting factions, Some are afraid 
that we will support King George of Greece, 
who has been accused of having instituted 
the Metaxas dictatorship. Others charge us 
with giving help to “Red” Tito and slight- 
ing Mihailovic. 


I am told we are supporting anyone fight- 
ing the Germans, and that there is no pol- 
icy beyond that. This is probably sufficient 
for the time being, though it is obvious the 
Russians are doing more in the Balkans. 
They know who their friends are, and their 
prestige seems higher than ours, 


The feeling for the Russians has always 
been strong in South Slavic countries, It 
has grown immensely, 1 am told, since the 
Russians began to defeat the Germans. 
One wonders from here whether we will 
try to oppose in Europe “the wave of the 
future” which will inevitably surge among 
the have-nots, not only in the Balkans but 
in Poland, France and Italy and probably 
Germany, or try to return to pre-war status, 
which would be artificial and outdated. 


The important thing, as I see it from 
this observation point, is to canalize the 
“revolutionary movement” and try to pre- 
vent useless bloodshed. It is probable, how- 
ever, that Europe will take care of itself 
before we can do anything about it,

Are Collected in Book Form

A soldier from St. Louis, in North Africa 
for almost a year, has been receiving en- 
velopes of clippings from his family at in- 
tervals. Months ago, he began sending 
home the Ernie Pyle columns that had been 
clipped from the Post-Dispatch for him, 
and with them came the instruction: “Save 
these for me.” And this comment: “Pyle’s 
columns are truthful, accurate, wonderful- 
ly written, He doesn’t try to run the war 

just sees and feels and lives like the aver- 
age soldier does, then writes about it.” 

This appraisal from the acene of Pyle’s 
recent labors has ita counterparts in opin- 
ions from the home front, For instance, 
parents of soldiers have often written him 
to this effect: “Reading your column is 
like getting a letter from my son.” What- 
ever the reviewers may say about Pyle’s 
North African correspondence, now that it 
has been collected in amplified form with- 
in the covers of a book, he has received 
the highest tribute from the readers whose 
opinions count most. 

7 . * 

Not that there is any reason for reviewers 
to refrain from adding their praise. The 
book is entitled to hold the same high and 
distinctive position in the literature of this 
war as the daily dispatches, carried by more 
than 200 papers, took long ago in its news 
coverage. 

There is nothing In the volume about 
grand strategy, precious little about pol 
icy and no attempts whatever at death- 
less prose, It is simply a good reporter's 
straightforward account of what our sol- 
diers experienced in the North African cam- 
paign, from the moment they boarded the 
transports, through the days of hardship 
and bitter fighting down to the victory 
over Rommel’s men—complete with names 
and home addresses of virtually every 
American whose doings are chronicled. 

It is a story of chow lines and atabrine, 
tablets, shells whooshing over and Arabs 
holding up eggs to trade, burning tanks 
and expert crap-shooters, bombing crews, 
pup tents, jeeps, nurses, snipers, foxholea, 
graves—and particularly of dirty, tired sol- 
diers, plodding ahead, taking cover in the 
face of enemy fire, living for days on C 
rations, “just guys from Broadway and 
Main Street.” 

* _ 

They are roughly good-humored about 
their job, even in its grim moments. They 
want to go home, but Unter den Linden is 
becoming the immediate goal rather than 
the Statue of Liberty. Their tempo of life 
has been stepped up, they find an exhilara- 
tion in battle, but as for romance and 
drama— ° 

Pyle relates that one night he was look- 
ing through an old copy of an American 
picture magazine. In its pages, he found, 
the war seemed full of excitement, heroica, 
vitality, He knew that it realy waa, “and 
yet I didn't seem capable of feeling it.” 

Pyle has not tried to instill drama inte 
his close-up view of Americans engaged in 
the unpleasant business of war. That un- 
doubtedly accounts for the ring of accuracy 
recognized by his readers, whether at home 
or overseas, FERD GOTTLIEB.

LARGER ASPECTS OF MOSCOW 
CONFERENCE. 


W 


ITHOUT any question the outcome of the Moscow conference 
will shorten the war and speed the surrender of the Germans. 
This conclusion is not drawn from the vague hint that there 


will be new military action and that the opéning of a second front 


May come sooner than expected. 


Regardless of any. future military 


developments, the present declaration has shortened the war. 


For the military outlook for the 
Germans is hopeless in any case. 
The German military command, 
looking at the situation with the 
cold gaze of the military scientist, 
can only calculate how long sur- 
render can be postponed. They 
may estimate that they can resist 
six months, or a year, or 18 months 
longer, but there can be no doubt 
in their minds about the final out- 
come, or the mounting costs, in 
dead, material, industries, com- 
munications, cities, and the revolu- 
tionizing of the German popula- 
tion. Whatever other motives 
might animate the Nazi party, 
these are the considerations of the 
German High Command. 

Only the promise and hope of a 
political miracle could justify, to 
the military mind, a long continu- 
ation of the war. The importance 
of the Moscow conference is that 
it destroys the hope of that. The 
generals always despised Hitler as 
a military strategist, but there was 
a time when they considered him 
a political wizard. In the middle 
of the ’thirties there had been a 
grand alliance against Germany, 
and Hitler had succeeded, at Mu- 
nich, in splitting it. 

This suggested that it might be 
eplit once more. The instruments 
were apparently the same: distrust 
between two economic systems; 
not identical interests in Eastern 
Europe and the Middle East; and 
Hitler, who is in some ‘espects 
very Marxian, based his policy on 
the international exploitation of 
class antagonisms and the clash 
of imperial interests. 

But having been foiled in this 
by the Moscow conference, he is 
disarmed of every political weapon 
for the continuation of this war. 
If his armies cannot defeat Russia 
and the Anglo-American powers, 
and his politics cannot split Russia 
and the Anglo-American powers, 
Hitler is finished. 
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Russia Closes the Gap. 

ND let us not underrate Ger- 

man generals or the German 
military mind. They have always 
been able to perceive when the jig 
was up. This explains the sudden 
change in tone of official diplo- 
macy regarding the chances of the 
war. Reading the interview of the 
British Ambassador, Lord Halifax, 
one had the impression that some 
major event must have happened 
in Germany within the past few 
days, for he admitted that the 
home front there is beginning to 
crack. Actually nothing has hap- 
pened in Germany, which is not 
the approaching culmination of de- 
velopments which have been going 
on for many months, and which 


have been described by these who 
endeavor to observe, unprejudiced 
by phantoms of the German soul 
and German nature. It is the firm 
conviction of this column that 
neither armies nor peoples con- 
tinue indefinitely to fight wars 
that they know are hopeless, no 
matter what their history, geog- 
raphy, mentality, or psychopathol- 
ogy may be. 

What happened at Moscow is the 
culmination for Germany—not any- 
thing inside Germany. It blasts 
the last hope. When Russia joined 
the Anglo-American powers in de- 
manding unconditional surrender, 
and reaffirmed that she would 
make no separate peace, notwith- 
standing the overtures of the Ger- 
man Committee in Moscow, the 
last gap in the political pincer- 
movement is closed. Continuation 
of a devastating war is therefore 
tantamount to national suicide. 
And suicide is an act against na- 
ture and the decision of a moment. 
It is never the occupation of a 
lifetime. 

The German High Command 
may have to fix quite a number of 
things before it hoists the white 
flag. But we may presume that 
fixing up these preliminaries will 
be the main preoccupation of the 
High Command from now on, 
while getting out from under will 
be the main preoccupation of those 
Nazis who see any chance to do so. 


China Gets First Place. 


WE may further presume that 
the military situation itself has 


affected the political decisions in 
Moscow. A Russia which sees 
victory at hand is obviously her- 
self more willing to close gaps 
than a Russia facing the bleak 
prospect of a long and uncertain 
struggle which has already cost so 
frightfully in the destruction of her 
peoples’ lives and wealth. This 
fact will also be taken into con- 
sideration by the Germans, 
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Finally, the great surprise of the 
Moscow conference is that it 
changes the political situation in 
Asia, too. Although the Russians 
have not indicated that they will 
join the war against Japan, they 
have indicated that they are un- 
concerned with what Japan may 
think, and they have acknowl- 
edged China as the leading Asiatic 
nation in the Far East. That is 
the meaning of the four-power 
agreement. 

Thus the political gap has also 
been closed for Japan. The mili- 
tary defeat for Japan is still in the 
distance, but the political situa- 
tions of Japan and Germany are 
parallel. 


FREEZE OF ARGENTINE FUNDS 


IN U. $. REPORTED CONSIDERED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP).— 
Reports that the United States 
Government has frozen funds of 
two of Argentina’s largest banks 
were viewed today as possible fore- 
runner to more stringent action 
against the only American repub- 
lic that has not severed relations 
with the Axis. 

That action might take the form 
of freezing all Argentine funds in 


this country, a step reliably report- 
ed under consideration by the 
White House, the State Depart- 
‘ment and the Treasury. 

“aoe mam no official confirma- 
tion was available as to last night’s 
report from Montevideo that funds 
of El Bancode la Nacion and El 
Banco de la Provincia de Buenos 
Aires were placed under Treasury 
control, it was learned that the 
department has developed a tech- 
nique for such action. Under that 
technique, individuals or firms sus- 
pected of financial transactions 
which this Government does not 
approve are designated special 
blocked nationals with the result 
that all their dealings in this coun- 
try are subject to official scrutiny.

Miss Grace Riggs, vice-principal 
of Manual High School and Voca- 
tional Training School, Kansas 
City, was elected president of the 
Missouri State Teachers’ Associa- 


tion, as the organization’s eighty- 
first annual convention epened at 
Hotel Jefferson today. 

Other officers elected by the As- 
sembly of Delegates were: Tracy 
Dale, suprintendent of schools, St. 
Joseph, first vice-president; Ralph 
McCullough, superintendent of 
schools, Elvins, second vice-presi- 
dent, and Miss Marie Ernst, Sol- 
dan High School, this city, third 
vice-president. 

Delegates heard that salaries for 
teachers in rural districts had been 
raised an average of $67 since 
1939-40 and that salaries for teach- 
ers in high school districts ad- 
vanced $39 over the same period.

OCTOBER WAR OUTLAY MILLION 
A DAY MORE THAN SEPTEMBER'S 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 83 (AP).— 
October war spending exceeded 
that in September by more than 
a million dollars a day, a Treasury 
statement disclosed yesterday. 

Expenditures for war activities 
last month aggregated $6,989,000,000, 
an increase of $37,000,000 compared 
with those in September and the 
fourth highest on record, Only 
May, June and August saw larger 
sums spent.’ In each of these 
months the war spending exceeded 
seven billion dollars.

Staff Sgt. Chester J. Winn, radio 
operator and gunner of a Flying 
Fortress based in England, who 
was reported missing in action in 
the European area Sept. 6, was 
killed on that date, the German 
Government has .- notified the 
American Red Cross, his mother, 
Mrs. Nellie Winn, 3303 Oxford 
avenue, has been told. Winn, 22 
years old, attended Seuthwest High 
School and was employed as a 
grocery clerk before he enlisted in 
September, 1942. 

Staff Sgt. Raymond Darnell, as- 
sistant engineer of a heavy bomber 
based in England, who was re- 
ported missing in action last Sep- 
tember, has been killed, in action 
in the European area, the German 
Government has notified the Amer- 
ican Red Cross. He was the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Darnell, 847 
North Fifty-fourth street, East St.

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BUTTER STILL SHORT, 
MILK CURBS STUDIED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP).— 


Because October failed to produce 
a hoped-for improvement in the 
butter supply situation, the War 
Food Administration is consider- 
ing more stringent controls over 
fluid milk consumption—possibly 
rationing. The more milk people 
drink the less there is for butter 
making. 

Reports from creameries showed 
that last month’s butter production 
fell more sharply than normal, 
nullifying effects of Government 
withdrawal from the market. 

Production declined about 12 per 
cent from a year ago, the WFA 
said. Usually heavy consumption 
at points nearer’ production— 
mostly the Midwest—limited the 
amounts available to the more 
densely populated areas of the 
East and West. 

The fluid milk sales control pro- 
gram—under which dealers are 
limited to 100 per cent of June 
sales of fluid milk and 75 per cent 
of June sales of cream and other 
fluid milk by-products—was started 
in only a few areas, including St. 
Louis, last month. 

WFA has relensed from Govern- 
ment stocks 2,790,000 cases of 
canned peaches, peas and tomato 
ketchup and removed requirements 
that a portion of the dry peas and 
split peas not already sold be re- 
served for the Government. It also 
reduced the percentage of dry 
beans which must be set aside for 
the Government.

The subcommittee is anxiously 
watching the progress, or lack of 
progress, of the resolution, fearful 
that enough administration pres- 
sure may be put on the Audit and 
Control Committee to kill the in- 
quiry authorization. 

Slattery, it is known, is whole- 
heartedly in favor of the investiga-

the stratosphere. 
| Pratt & Whitney began delivering produc- 
tion model two-stage engines to the Navy in 
‘May, 1940, the same month the aircraft indus- 
ery was called upon to supply 50,000 airplanes. 
‘The first airplane to go into combat with a 
two-stage supercharger was the famous 
Grumman Wildcat.

When 

e Vought Corsair went into action early this 

ear with a 2,000-horsepower Double Wasp 

gine and two-stage supercharger, the Navy 
had more power at altitude than ever before in 

fighter. This was followed recently by the 

rumman Hellcat, also with a two-stage 
Double Wasp engine. 

Double Wasp Gulps Nine Tons an Hour 

The supercharger, engineers explained, 

mps air under pressure into an engine. 
This is necessary in high-altitude aircraft 
engines because the higher the altitude the 
thinner the air becomes and so more super- 
charging or “pumping” is necessary. 

A 2,000-horsepower Double Wasp at full 
throttle gulps nine tons of air an hour, but at 
40,000 feet the engine must have four times as 
much air by volume as at sea level to get its 
nine tons. The supercharger does this by com- 
pressing the air with whirling impellers. 

The idea of supercharging 1s not new. The 
first engine to go into production with a 
single-stage supercharger built in as an in- 
tegral part of the engine was the original 
Pratt & Whitney Wasp developed in 1925. 
It was a single-stage supercharger because it 
had a single impeller, and it made possible im- 
proved performance at altitude. 

Two-Stage Work Began in 1929 

Engineers foresaw that coming operations at 
Extremely high altitudes would require more 
power than could be provided by a single- 
stage supercharger. In May, 1929, Pratt & 
Whitney began preliminary studies on a two- 
stage, two-speed supercharger with two im- 

llers. It was moved into the project class in 
earch, 1933, and was first flight-tested on 
September 6, 1935. Experimental engines 
were shipped in the fall of 1936. Then came 
the installation in production types—the 
Wildcat, Coronado, Corsair and Hellcat. 

The two-stage supercharger developed by 
Pratt & Whitney and the Navy is driven by 
the engine and is called the mechanical type. 

The new North American P-51 with its 
liquid-cooled engine now uses another version 
of the two-stage mechanical supercharger. 

An entirely different type of two-stage 
supercharger is the turbo supercharger, 
developed under Army sponsorship, in 
which the initial stage is driven by hot ex- 
panding exhaust gases.

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DEAN LOEB URGES 
COMPROMISES. ON 
NEW CONSTITUTION 


Tells Three Committees ts 
Use Expediency So 
Voters Won't’ Defeat 
Whole Program.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 3.—Ex- 
pediency in the framing of a new 
Constitution, the avoidance of pro- 
Visions that would meet with such 
great public opposition that the 
adoption of the Constitution would 


be endangered, was stressed as de-| p 


sirable by Isidor Loeb, president 
emeritus of the School of Business 
and Public Administration of 
Washington University, in appear- 
ances before three important con- 
gtitutional convention committees. 

Recognized as the foremost au- 
thority on government in. Missouri, 
Dean Loeb’s advice was sought by 
the chairmen of three committees 
—Marshal] E. Ford of the Execu- 
tive Department Committee, Eth- 
an A. H. Shepley of the Taxation 
Committee, and Franc L. McCluer 
of the Finance Committee. 

Unhesitatingly pointing out the 
changes in the present Constitu- 
tion which he deemed advisable, 
Loeb cautioned the committees 
that the adoption of many of the 
changes that he believed would 
make for better government might 
result in no improvements at all 
through the defeat of the entire 
program by the voters. 

Urges Compromises. 

Constantly recurring to _ the 
theme of expediency, he said that 
modifications of the best probably 
would have to be made, and that if 
he were a member of the conven- 
tion he would agree to com- 
promises that he believed would 
make possible the adoption of an 
instrument which would contain 
other provisions for marked prog- 
reas in the State Government. 

He followed his appearance be- 
fore the Executive Department 
Committee Monday night by ap- 
pearances before the Taxation 
Committee yesterday afternoon and 
the Finance Committee last night. 

The Taxation Committee heard 
him and several bankers discuss 
proposed changes in the taxation 
of intangible personal property and 
a proposed exemption,of bank de- 
posits from taxation, and heard 
real estate men discuss changes 
they desire in the taxation of real 
estate. 

Before the Finance Committee 
there was a genera] discussion of 
the subjects of earmarking of State 
funds, the limitation of indebted- 
ness permitted local units of gov- 
ernment, and the budget . system, 
the latter by Dr. Martin L. Faust, 
professor of political science at 
the University of Missouri. ‘ 

Homestead Exemption. 

Loeb raised a question as to the 
desirability of retaining the pres- 
ent State property tax, pointing 
out that it represents an exceed- 
ingly small part of the State reve- 
mue and the collection cost is high. 
Although expressing the opinion 
that if the tax was retained it 
was not desirable to broaden the 
present exemptions, he said the 
exemption of a small amount of 
personal property and a low home- 
stead exemption might be justified 
on the same ground as income tax 
exemptions. 

He supported the idea of a 
classification of praperty for tax- 
ation to induce the return of in- 
tangible persona] property to be 
taxed at a very low rate and to 
avoid the general evasion of the 
tax on this type of property, but 
took no definite position conern- 
ing the insistence of the bankers 
that bank deposits should be re- 
lieved of all taxation. 

The general position of the bank- 
ers was that the experience of 23 
states in which bank deposits are 
not taxed had been that foreign 
capital was attracted to those 
states, and was drained from Mis- 
souri and other’ states that taxed 
deposits. 

Tax -F-vasions, 

Tom K. Smith, president of the 
Boatmen's National Bank in St. 
Louis, and other bankers sald that 
it was notorious that owners of 
intangible personal property evad- 
ed the tax, and that just prior to 
June 1, assessment day each year, 
many millions of dollars were 
withdrawn from banks, and either 
placed in safe deposit boxes, in- 
vested in tax free Government 
securities, or sent to other states. 
The amount withdrawn from Bt 
Touls banks alone to escape tax- 
ation last June was §230,000,000, 
it was stated.

Under Heavy Fire 


Eyewitness Story of Invasion — Jap Plane 
Attack Beaten Off—Beachhead Made Se- 
cure in 3 Hours, 45 Minutes. 


By REMBERT JAMES. 


WITH UNITED STATES MA- 
RINES ON BOUGAINVILLE IS- 
LAND, North Solomons, Nov. 1 
(Delayed) (AP).—At the foot of a 
fuming volucano, thousands of 
United States Marines this morn- 
ing began the conquest of Japan’s 
last and most powerful Solomons 
holding—heavily garrisoned Bou- 
gainville Island, 


It was an opposed landing, de- 

spite heavy shelling by our naval 
units and dive bomber attacks that 
between them raised more smoke 
than I can see now pouring from 
the continually smoldering peak of 
Mount Bagana, rising 6500 feet 
some 10 miles inland from the 
landing point at Empress Augusta 
ay. 
The Marines came ashore shoot- 
ing after their landing boats sur- 
vived a heavy shelling from mor- 
tars. There followed two and a 
half hours of almost continuous 
machine-gun and rifle firing as 
the first assault wave cleared up 
enemy positions several miles 
along the beachhead and pushed 
into the jungle. 


Attack by Jap Planes. 

During a battle at Mik Le 
Beach, Japanese planes attempted 
to attack our transports and de- 
stroyers lying offshore. A few 
got through the screen of Ameri- 
can interceptors but I saw two fall 
in flames. 

The landing on this biggest of 
Solomons Islanfis—half again as 
large as Guadalcanal—was made 
at Cape Torokino, on the south- 


western side of Bougainville and 
only 240 miles from the enemy's 
New Britain fortress at Rabaul. 

Our Armada steamed into Em- 
press Augusta Bay and while near- 
ing Cape Torokino the destroyer 
force opened a terrific predawn 
barrage. Passing the narrow cape 
each large transport also sent 
smaller shells into the Japanese 
shore positions. 

It was an awesome sight as 
streams of red tracer bullets illu- 
minated the gloom with many 
richochetting off the water. 
Landing in Hundreds of Boats. 

Two thousand yards offshore 
our transports quickly. lowered 
hundreds of small Higgins land- 
ing boats and dropped cargo nets

Bishop Denounces Beating of Jews 
In Boston as Incipient Fascism 


Methodist Leader Asks, ‘Who Is Flooding 
Country With Anti-Semitic Lit- 
erature, and, Why?’ 


BOSTON, Nov. 3 (AP).—Bishop 
G. Bromley Oxnam of the Boston 
area of the Methodist church yes- 
terday denounced the alleged beat- 


ing of Jewish boys as an apparent 
expression of incipient Fascism 
and, in a prepared statement, de- 
manded, “Who is flooding the na- 
tion with anti-Semitic literature, 
and Why?” 

Declaring that “the beating of 
Jewish boys is not the work of 
hoodlums,” Bishop Oxnam  ex- 
pressed hope that Jews, Catholics 
and Protestants could unite “in 
demanding that these beatings 
stop and that steps be taken to 
discover and destroy the danger- 
ous forces that lie back of them.” 

The Bishop's statement followed 
the placing of charges before Gov. 
Leverett Saltonstall that Jews had 
been made the victims of ruffian- 
ism over a period of months in the 
Boston area. The Governor, act- 
ing on a petition of which Bishop 

am was one of the signers, has 
appointed five prominent citizens 
of various faiths to an advisory 
committee on anti-Semitism, 
Incipient Fascism. 

“The beating of Jewish boys 
must stop,” the Bishop’s formal 
statement set forth. “The beaters 
must be apprehended and pun- 
ished. The beating of any boys by 
gangs is bad enough at any time. 
The beating of boys of a particular 
race is worse. But the real men- 
ace lies in the apparent fact that 
these beatings are an expression of 
incipient Fascism, that they fol- 
low a similar pattern, and that, in 
one case, at least, the beaters wore 
black shirts. 

“Who is flooding the nation with 
anti-Semitic literature, and why? 
Who finances these movements? 
Why is it that anti-Semitic lead- 
ers now under Federal indictment 
have attacked such religious or- 
ganizations as the Federal Coun- 
cil of the Churches of Christ in 
America, the Methodist church 
and other Protestant religious 
bodies? Why has Franco, the Fas- 
cist dictator of Spain, been ex- 
tolled? 

“The beating of Jewish boys is 
not the work of hoodlums. It is 
not a prank that be passed 
by with complacency. Jewish and 
Protestant leaders regard these 
beatings as serious. Far from 
home, our sons are fighting to de- 
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stroy Fascism. It must not be al- 
lowed to exist at home, 
Similar to Beatings in Germany. 

Bishop Oxnam, in an interview 
with the Boston Traveler, declared 
that the recent outbreaks of racial 
violence in the Dorchester, Rox- 
bury and Mattapan districts of 
Boston follow a pattern. 

“I was in Germany when these 
things began there. it is the same 
pattern in which organized gangs 
beat up a scapegoat race whether 
they be Jews or anyone else,” he 
asserted.

145 MOSQUITO PLANE RAIDS 
ON NAZI TARGETS IN 6 MONTHS 


LONDON, Nov. 3 (AP).—The 
Royal Air Force’s fast plywood 
Mosquito planes, whose work has 
been shoved into the background 
by the spectacular raids of Allied 
heavy bombers, have made more 
than 145 attacks on Nazi industrial 
targets in the last six months, 

In a review of their activities, 
the Air Ministry disclosed that 
since May 1 small formations had 
hit Cologne 33 times, Duesseldorf 
15, Aachen eight and Dortmund 
six, 

Thirty other German cities also 
have had one or more Mosquito 
raids in this period. Out of at 
least 1000 sorties flown by Mos- 
quitoes, only 11 planes are listed as 
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missing. 

The Air Ministry said their work 
definitely deserves a better char- 
acterization than “nuisance raid- 
ing’—a term the Germans have 
used to describe their attacks— 
and that they have shown definite 
superiority to the fighter-bombers 
the Germans have been using re- 
cently against Britain. 

“They are given specific objec- 
tives and bomb with a purpose, not 
merely to make a bang and set the 
sirens off,” the Ministry said. It 
explained the Mosquitoes frequent- 
ly were sent out to pay a quick 
follow-up to cities plastered by 
heavy bombers and thus keep the 
population in a turmoil. 

In addition the Mosquitoes are 
used on home defense as night 
fighters.

Action Follows Moscow 
Accord—State of Emer- 
gency Reported in Ber- 
lin and Flensburg. 


STOCKHOLM, Nov. 3 (AP).— 
Caught “flatfooted” by the Moscow 


conference’s promise to _ restore 
Austria’s independence, the Nazis 
have clamped rigorous police con- 
trols over that country to prevent 
disturbances and uprisings, dis- 
patches to the Swedish press said 
today. 

Gestapo Chief Heinrich Himmler 
called a special meeting yesterday 
to discuss the situation as word of 
the Moscow declaration spread 
rapidly through the country, the 
Swedish newspaper Social Demo- 
krat said it had learned. 

Meanwhile, the Svenska Dag- 
bladet, quoting reports from trav- 
elers reaching Malmoe from Den+ 
mark, said serious disturbances 
have occurred in Germany and 
that a state of emergency has been 
declared in many cities, including 
Berlin and Flensburg, on the Ger- 
man-Danish border. 

Rumors of internal unrest in 
Germany first began to circulate 
in Stockholm more than a month 
ago, but were still officially uncon- 
firmed today. It was recalled, how- 
ever, that following heavy Allied 
raids on German cities in recent 
months, strict military control had 
been decreed and a limited state 
of emergency enforced until nor- 
mal conditions could be re-estab- 
lished. 

Travelers from Germany report- 
ed that plans are already under 
way there to foster a secret un- 
derground Nazi movement in the 
event Germany is forced to capitu- 
jJate under military defeat. 

Himmler was said to have or- 


dered new contingents of SS troops 
rushed to Austria to reinforce the | 


battalion already there and in 
many places Austrian troops had 
to give up their barracks to house 
the SS men. 

As a further measure to insure 
internal security in Austria, 
Himmler was said to have drafted 
a plan for switching Austrian po- 
lice to occupied countries and 
sending the police of those coun- 
tries to Austria. 

In London, Dr. Oscar Pollak, 
former editor of the Social Demo- 
cratic organ Arbeiter Zeitung and a 
spokesman for the Free Austria 
movement, said he had received 
reports of hundreds of desertions 
among Austrian divisions recently, 
the majority of them in Norway 
and Russia. Many Austrian sol- 
diers, they said, had succeeded in 
reaching Stockholm while others 
had crossed the Russian lines at 
Murmansk and joined Soviet 
forces. 

Dr. Pollack estimated that less 
than 15 per cent of the Austrians 
ever co-operated with the Germans, 
and Archduke Robert, brother of 
Otto, pretender to the throne of 
Austria, estimated from “very re- 
cent information” that only 3 per 
cent of his countrymen were pro- 
Nazi. 

Concerning the restoration of 
the monarchy, Robert said he and 
his brother would “leave it to the 
Austrians to decide.”

stating his charges were “much 
exaggerated” and “hastily made,” 
and requested the Governor to ig- 
nore them. 

Dr. Schrader, who sent his letter 
to the Governor from St. Louis, 
said he had been suffering from 
severe nervous strain and fatigue 
after “attempting to compress five 
years of work into six months in 
my position as superintendent of 
State Hospital No. 2.” 

The letter arrived at the Gover- 
nor’s office today as the State 
Board: of Managers of Eleemosyn- 
ary Institutions was préparing to 
hold a hearing this afternoon at St. 
Joseph, to inquire into the charges 
of political interference, alleged 
mismanagement of some of the 
business affairs of the hospital, 
and alleged underfeeding of pa- 
tients which was reported to have 
caused 40 per cent of them to lose 
weight in recent months. 

Gov. Donnell, however, directed 
the board to proceed with the in- 
quiry and “investigate with utmost 
thoroughness every charge which 
has been made, or of which the 
board has knowledge.” The Gov- 
ernor said this included charges 
made by a St. Joseph newspaper. 

Dr. Schrader’s charges of 
political interference that “ap- 
proaches Pendergastism or boss- 
ism” were made in a letter he sent 
to Gov. Donnell from St. Joseph 
last Friday. He then went to 
Farmington and sent his resigna- 
tion from there by telegram last 
Monday. 

“I .wish to extend my sincere 
apologies for my hasty action,” Dr. 
Schrader said in the letter re- 
ceived by the Governor today, 
“and wish to advise that I did too 
much and consequently paid the 
price for overwork. It is very plain 
to me now that I have much to 
learn in the field of hospital ad- 
ministration, and I truly regret 
any embarrassment I may have 
caused to you and all concerned.” 

Dr. Schrader said Ira Jones, 
president of the Board of Man- 
agers, “did all he could to help 
me, but as you. probably know be- 
fore this, doctors make poor ad- 
ministrators as a rule.” With his 
original charges Dr. Schrader had 
included a letter to him from 
Jones, suggesting preference be 
given to Republicans in appoint- 
ments to jobs at the St. Joseph 
hospital.

OWES 10 COUNTRY 


Urges Workers and Farm- 
ers ‘Never to Knuckle 
Under to Leaders Put- 
ting Self First.’ 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 3 (AP). 


—Vice-president Wallace declared 
today that workers and farmers 
“must never knuckle under to any 
set of leaders who put self first 
and the human race second.” 
“The duty of farmers and work- 
ers to themselves,” was one of six 
duties he asserted American citi- 
zens of the- producing groups owe 
to themselves and their country. 
In a speech to the annual con- 
vention of the Congress of Indus- 


listed the other duties as: 

To the country itself; 

To the consumer; 

To the fighting men overseas; 

To capital, which should be 
“fairly treated,” and 

To the white collar worker 
who “must not become the for- 
gotten man.” 
‘Calling for “unity of citizens, 
under wise Government leader- 
ship,” Wallace said “if labor and 
agriculture fight each other and 
their Government, there is no 
hope.” 
“Labor,” he said, “still has its 
enemies. Any man who continually 
expresses his love for labor, but 
broadcasts labor’s shortcomings 
while he praises every other group 
in America, is labor’s enemy. 
“Fortunately, there are many in 
America who are labor’s friends. 
There are people outside the ranks 
of labor who know that no nation 
prospers unless men and women

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 3 (AP).—

gun that can fire 60,000 feet in 
the air (nearly 12 miles), was dis- 
closed yesterday by Major Gen. L. 
H. Campbell Jr., chief of Army 
ordnance, who indicated, however, 
it is mainly for the next war, if 
one comes.

gun. The 88 was developed in 
1931. The 88 is a wonderful gun 
and the Germans are. excellent 
ordnance engineers, but we have a 
better gun in our 90-mm., which 
can be used for antiaircraft or for 
terrestrial targets, just like the 
88. 


“And now we have the 120, much 
better than the 90. It’s ready to 
work at 60,000 feet, but of course 
it also fires at lower levels and 
has its place in this war. This is 
a development for the next war, if 
one comes and bombers fly at

O doubt you have promised to

You want to 
as lovely as possible in that photo- 
graph; and he wants you to be 
lovely, too, so a little professional 
cheating with make-up is quite in 
order. 


Cover girls, models, and screen 
actresses resort to several little 
tricks of make-up which you can 
use. The most important of these 
is panchromatic complexion tint 
which is a special, warm brown 
shade which is used all over the 
face and the exposed skin of the 
neck.

HAT the great seal of the United States should be put 

to such a common use as to be engraved on the station- 

ery of an officer of the service, let alone a civilian, is 
certainly out of the question! A young woman writes ‘me: 

“T sent an officer in the service some writing paper which 
pleased him very much. Not knowing just how to have it 
marked, I was advised by very reputable stationers simply 
to engrave it with the seal of the United States. Now comes 
a civilian friend who wants.to have writing paper marked 
this way for his own use, and not knowing whether it would 
be in good taste, I have promised to write for your opinion.”

TO THIS I MUST REPEAT that the “Seal of the United 
States” cannot be what the stationer supplied. It must have 
been the insignia of the officer’s own branch of the service. 
The Army, Navy, and Marine Corps each have their particular 
emblem and this may be used for specified purposes. 

The seal of the United States itself has a limited use which 
is strictly guarded by law—the Secretary of State being its 
guardian. It is affixed to papers bearing the President's sig- 
nature and to documents such as commissions of Cabinet of- 
ficers, and diplomatic and cénsular officers, treaties, and for- 
mal agreements of the President with foreign powers, Presi- 
dential proclamations, etc. The same seal, with slight modi- 
fications is proper for the personal use of the President—but 
may NOT be used by the rest of” us. 
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DEAR MRS. POST: The engraved invitations to our wed- 
ding were all addressed and ready to carry to the post office, 
when out of the blue came a telegram from my fiance say- 
ing that his leave has been delayed five days! What shall 
wo do about the wrong date on the invitations? Mother says 
we really can’t be expected to duplicate the expense of having 
new ones engraved—especially in these times! 

Answer: If the envelopes are not sealed, it will be easy 
enough to write the new date over the old and send them out. 
If they are sealed, write across the flap, the date which the

éé YPERTENSION” is the 
name of probably the com- 
monest of human ailments 
affecting adults, ranking with mea- 
sles and teething in children. 
The most eminent American ex- 
perimental investigator of hyper- 
tension, Dr. Irvine H, Page, of 
Indianapolis, has written a little 
beck with that title as a manual 
for patients. 
In simple language the patient 
= to ee what high blood pressure 
t can be done to relieve it 
no how the patient can live com- 
fortably. 
‘I used the illustration of teeth- 
ing for infants deliberately a few 
lines ago because high blood pres- 
sure is more a normal process of 
bodily life than a disease. A few 
years ago I sent out questionnaires 
to about 500 of my doctor friends 
all over the country. I asked them 
to put down the blood pressures of 
the next 50 patients over the age 
of 50 they examined, irrespective 
of what was the matter with them. 
I also wrote life insurance com- 
panies. 
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MY RESULTS when I added 
them up showed that 55 per cent 
of the population over 50 had blood 
pressure that would be considered 
abnormally high. (Thb2 life insur- 
ance statistics do not show such a 
high figure because when a fellow 
knows he has high blood pressure 
he avoids the life insurance com- 


panies.) 

So it looks as if the people who 
really ought to be treated are the 
ones with low blood pressure. They 
are the abnormal! ones. 

High blood pressure is not so 
hard to understand. Your heart 
has to maintain a certain pressure 
to keep the blood circulating. 
When your arteries get smaller 
and less elastic, the pressure has 
to rise to keep the circulation go- 
ing. That, in simple words, is the 
mechanism although I'am leaving 
out the cases due to some poison, 
such as eclampsia, and the inter- 
esting experiments of Dr. Page on 
the production of spasm in arteries 
due to kidney toxins. 

In general Dr. Page discusses 
the following methods of treat- 
ment of the condition;

Good Books, Perfectly Printed, Sole 


Aim ‘of the Trovillion Private Press.

HERRIN, Ill, Nov, 2. 


HERE is a legend that when 
T tronesse, itself a legendary 

land, connecting Cornwall with 
the Scilly Isles, went to the bot- 
tom of the sea with all its 140 
church bells tolling, there was one 
man who escaped, His name was 
Trevilian, spelled go in ancient 
lore, and he came up out of the 
sea riding a silver horse. A stran- 
ger who comes today to the town 
of Herrin, looking for Trovillions, 
spelled in the modern way, finds 
them at the Sign of the Silver 
Horse. They are Violet and Hal 
Trovillion (the order of precedence 
is Hal's), who find their happiness 
in making beautiful books at their 
beautiful home, which they call 
Thatchcot. They are descendants 
of the Trevilians of Cornwall, in 
their turn claiming descent from 
the mythical Trevilian who came 
out of the sea. The sign above 
their door at Thatchcot keeps alive 
the legend and their press keeps 
alive the love of good books per- 
fectly printed. 


The distinction of the Trovillion 
books is that they are privately 
printed and privately circulated, 
without the counting of cost or the 
seeking of profit, except such profit 
as comes to ‘the storehouse of 
satisfaction from the graceful do- 
ing of a gracious deed. A book, 
rich in feeling and taste and bear- 
ing the imprint of individuality, 
is their gift at Christmas time); 
through the fine art of printing, 
to the fine art of living. It goes 
only to the many who are enrolled 
as friends at the Sign of the Silver 
Horse, to fellow makers of fine 
books and to those who, not cre- 
ators themselves, collect and cher- 
ish the creations of others. ° 


This Herrin where the Trovil- 
lions live and weave the magic of 
their books is the Herrin where 
the coal miners were massacred 
and the Ku Kluxers raided, and 
“How can you live in Herrin?” a 
friend from afar once asked. Para- 
phrasing Edgar Frank, a modern 
poet, Hal Trovillion answered: “I 
do not live in Herrin. I lve in 
where Plato taught, and 
Phydias carved, and Epicurus 
wrote. I dwell in Rome, where 
Michelangela ‘wrought in_ color, 
form and mass; where Cicero 
penned immortal lines and Dante 
sang undying son Think not 
my life is small .€.I have my 
books.”

HERE was a time when this 

Hal Trovillion was just a coun- 

try editor, though even then he 
magnified his office and gave more 
than the ordinary devotion to his 
weekly stint. At the feet of Wil- 
liam Marion Reedy he had learned 
the love of. books and Thomas 
Bird Mosher of Maine had given 
him a love for beauty in books, 
Back in 1908, under an inner com- 
pulsion that he had no wish to re- 
sist, he compiled and published a 
small paper-bound edition, consist- 
ing of “words‘of hope” from the 
writings of Robert L. Stevenson, 
and sent it, autographed, to friends 
as a Christmas greeting. That 
and the brochures and books that 
followed through the years estab- 
lished his right to claim his as the 
oldest private press in continuous 
operation in the Middle West. Five 
years after the begining Trovil- 
lion printed his first bound book. 
The second one, a year later, was 
dedicated to V la P “and all others 
who patiently seek the bluebird.” 
The initials were those of one who 
the following year became the “Vio- 
let” of Violet-and Hal W. Trovil- 
lion, jointly presiding over the 
Trovillion Private Press. 


Around Thatchcot when it came 
into being grew a garden that, 
not less than the books they pub- 
lished, spoke of the Trovillions’ 
sense of beauty. As might have 
been expected there came a mat- 
ing of the garden and the books 
when in 1927 they published a col- 
lection of flower and garden senti- 
ments in prose and verse that they 
called “Tussie-Mussie,” from the 
saying of John Parkinson that 
“there be some flowers that make 
a delicious Tussie-Mussie of Nose- 
gay both for sight and smell.” The

excuse for its publication, if an 
excuse were needed, was given in 
the foreword: “The cares of the 
world can be trained to stop at the 
garden gate.” 


Other little garden books fol- 
lowed, for there was a wealth of 
flower. and garden sentiments in 
prose and verse and it was a de- 
light to collect them and share 
them. t was almost inevitable 
that the Trovillions should repro- 
duce. the first garden book pub- 
lished in the English language, writ- 
ten by Thomas Hyll and issued 
from the London printing press in 
1563, being “A Faithful Reprint of 
a Most Briefe and Pleasant Trea- 
tyse, Teachinge Howe to Dress, 
Sowe, and Set a Garden, by 
Thomas Hyll, Londyner, 1663." It 
was dedicated” to all Sincere Gar- 
deners, with Encouragement from 
the Trovillions.” 


Something good had come out of 
Herrin, as the late Henry L. Bul- 
len, noted typographical critic, 
once said after seeing these 
books: “Henceforth Herrin is an- 
other and better place, the home of 
friends with fine feelings, exquisite 
taste, and creators of beautiful 
things.” 


Nearly all of the Trovillion books 
have been small, thin volumes, a 
format chosen because it could be 
tucked away in the pocket and 
brought out at intervals and read. 
As distinctive as the books is the 
bookplate which ‘has appeared in 
all of the books since 1913. The 
principal device is the bow-plece 
of a gondola known as the “ferro” 
or “la pronto.” It is a symbol that 
belongs to the maritime age when 
galleys roamed the Mediterranean 
and is said to be the remnant of 
the massive bow hook with which 


. these ships were provided to fasten 


onto their prey of the sea. There 
is a fleur-de-lis complimentary to 
the native land of Mrs, Trovillion, 
only one generation removed from 
France. A_ shield bearing the 
swimming horse is from the coat- 
of- arms of the Trevelyans, as the 
name was spelled until recent 
times, and a scroll contains the an- 


cestral motto, “Tyme  Tryeth 
Troth.” 


The private press as a paige is 
practiced more widely than mig 
be supposed. The “Private Press- 
ers,” as they call themselves, form 
a cult that is scattered over this 
country and Europe, The number 
is not gréat because it is a hobby 
that not only calls for discriminat- 
ing taste and artistic awareness, 
but is quite expensive, because

The Trovillion Private Press lists 
more than 30 books, some of them 
compiled or written by the Tro- 
villions, most of them reprints of 
very old books which would be as 
good as dead'if they had not been 
given .an extension of life. They 
have their place in the library at 
Thatchcot, along with the many 
printed by other “Private Pressers” 
and gent to the Trovillions.
